Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1 -94 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

3. With respect to claim 1, 19, 22, 27, 30, 37, 41, 54, 61, 62, 70, 71, 72, 75-78, 84, 85, 87 
and 92, the claims have been found allowable over the prior art because the prior art fails to 
teach an MRJ antenna consisting of an inner and outer conductors wherein the inner and outer 
conductors are not electrically un-connected, instead the inner and outer conductors are 
inductively connected and tuned to the same frequency in combination with the remaining 
limitations of the claims.
